“Edward Kennedy , despite y o ur material 
wealth, y o u will find y o urself amo ng the ranks o f 
the po o rest and mo st wretched o f men if y o u do 
this thing,” ( hamhers wro te the senato r. 


“Yo ur inex plicable act will do mo re to smash 
the things y o ur bro thers devo ted their liv(*s to than 
the assassins’ bullets which smashed their brains” 


Wallace is being ho no red in Alabama nex t 
mo nth as the representative o f the “Spirit o f 
America.” 


“Edward Kennedy ,” Chambers wro te, “y o u 
kno w very well that (io v. Geo rge Wallace per­ 
so nifies tho se unwho leso me o ppressive fo rces 
which wo uld illegally deprive certain peo ple o f 
human rights and freedo m by means o f murder, in­ 
timidatio n and co rruptio n o f the legal-judicial 
svstem.” 


Chiimbcrs said he wro te the fo ur-page letter o f 
pro test “as a black man who happens to be an 
elected o fficial 


"Already , fo r reaso ns deeply imbedded in 
histo ry and current practice." he said, "the Fo urth 
o f July is a bitter ho ax and cruel mo ckery to black 
peo ple in America. 


“Must y o u do so mething which will make a 
bad situatio n wo rse?” ( hambers asked Kennedy . 


Saluting Wallace as a sy mbo l o f the “Spirit o f 
America” will stain the Kennedy name and dii 
ho no r to "a man who is a reno wned racist 
demago gue par ex cellence." Chambers wro te. 
Ho w wo uld Jo hn Kennedy judge sut b an acC’ 
he asked 


Ho w wo uld Ro bert Kennedy , “this man who 


spo ke fo r the po o r and do wntro dden, judge y o ur

Wallace sho uld no t he ho no red merely N-cause 
he was attacked by an assassin as were y o ur 
bro thers, (’hambers w^o te Kennedy , “fo r the same 
is true o f (ieo rge I Jnco ln Ro ckwell who headed the 
rabid American Nazi Parts.” 


Wallace, if any thing, “helped set a to ne en­ 
co uraging po litical murder." Chambf’rs said 
And Alabama, he suggested, is the “land o t the

‘Spirit o f America,’ where little girls are murdered 


in dy namited churches. ” 


Chambers asked Kennedy if "y o u iarei really 
go ing to Alabama to ex po se the true ‘Spirit o f 
America’ with iro ny .”

.As a first item o f business, the 
bo ard decided to retain its 
fo rmer o fficers tempo rarily pen­ 
ding a fo rmal electio n at the 
regular July meeting.

Draper o f Plattsmo uth as its 
representative to the State 
Technical Co mmunity Co llege 
Bo ard 
Applicants Discussed 
The decisio n to invite fo r in­ 
terviews in the near future three 
candidates fo r the presidency o f 
the ex panded district was fo r­ 
malized late in the day after an 
ex ecutive sessio n discussio n o n 
several applicants. 
All the applicants had been 
co ntacted by Selectio n Research 
Inc. o f Linco ln, 
which did 
pro files o n their abilities as 
educatio nal administrato rs. 


Members o f the bo ard said 
they wanted to mo ve as quickly 
as po ssible to appo int a presi­ 
dent to o rganize the so utheast 
district, created by actio n o f the 
1973 Legislature. 


'The decisio n to defer actio n 
o n the Milfo rd c o m pute r 
purchase was made after the 
bo ard decided to call fo r a needs 
assessment by Jan. 1 fo r the en­ 
tire district befo re making any 
changes. 
Dro p Lease, Buy 
The change reco mmended by 
Milfo rd was fo r dro pping a 
current lease arrangement fo r a 
third generatio n Ho ney well co m­ 


puter, and buy ing instead o ver 
an eight-y ear perio d a co mputer 
sy stem with a much larger 
capacity . 


Milfo rd spo kesman no ted that 
the purchase arrangement wo uld 
co st abo ut $100 less per mo nth 
than the lease charge o f $5,887 
fo r the smaller equipment. 


But new bo ard m em ber 
Do nald Ferguso n o f Linco ln 
suggested it might be wise to 
survey the needs o f the entire 
district to ensure the bo ard was 
buy ing the right equipment, 
even if it wo uld mean pay ing 
mo re eventually . 
The Milfo rd reco mmendatio n 
to p ur c h a s e t h e l a r g e r 
Ho ney 'well sy stem was based o n 
needs anticipated befo re the 
merger o f the Linco ln Technical 
Co llege into the so utheast area.

Brezhnev denied that there is "a .Jewish 
pro blem ' in the So viet Unio n and 
declared

co ncerned, is o ver ” 
Reaching fo r his spectacles and an o ld- 
sty le no tebiMik. the So viet leader to ld a 
luncheo n gro up o f so me 26 senato rs that 
o nly a liny percentage o f -lews who want 
to leave the So viet Unio n have no t y et 
rw-eived ex it permits. 
In tact, he said, even as he was 
traveling to the linited States to see 
President Nix o n a number o t visas were 
granted. 
Sen Vance Hartke. l>-lnd.. repo rted 
atter the ex trao rdinary 3‘z ho ur sessio n 
at Blair Ho u.se: “ 1 think he was o pening 
the d<N>r and say ing; Fo r go o dness sake 
can t we get akuig”’” 
Brezhnev began the day with Nix o n at 
the State Department at a ceremo nial 
signing o t to ur agreements o f <*o o peratn>n 
between the United States and the So viet 
Itnio n. There he turned o n the charm and 
wo n Nix o n’s att-o lade as “the best po liti­ 
cian in the ro o m. ” 
The ebullient visito r hammed it up fo r 
the pho to graphers—"N e Snim ay ete 
I Do n’t take any pictures» .’’ he jo shed. 
And he lo st a beat o nly o nce by spilling 
so me champagne o r a beige rug in the o r­ 
nate Benjamin Franklin Ro o m. 
The luncheo n o f caviar, beef, baked 
salmo n, vo dka and red and white wines 
began at Blair Ho use at I p.m. and did 
no t end until abo ut 4:30. Brezhnev went 
fro m there to the White Ho use and his se- 
i-o nd ro und o t summit discussio ns with 
Nix o n. 
They talked in the Oval ()ffK*e fo r clo se 
to two ho urs. Then the President to o k 
Brezhnev sailing o n his y acht, the 
Sequo ia. Abo ard with them o n the 
Po to mac River cruise were Secretary o f 
State William P. Ro gers. Secretary o f the 
Treasury Geo rge P. ^ultz. Natio nal 
Security .Adviser Henry A. Kissinger, 
So viet Fo reign Minister Andrei A. 
Gro my ko . So viet Ambassado r Anato ly 
Do bry nin. So viet Fo reign 'Trade Minister 
Niko lai S. Pato lichev. and o thers. 
Nix o n and Brezhnev planned to spend 
the night at Camp David, the presidential 
retreat near Thurmo nl. Md. 
The third ro und o f the summit talks 
wiU be held Wednesday at Camp David.

'Fix Anything' Conrad 
Revives Dead Battery 


SPACE CENTER, Ho usto n (APi - 
Sky lab's “fix any thing" astro nauts per­ 
fo rmed ano ther space walk repair jo b 
Tuesday . Charles (Jo nraU Jr. and Paul J. 
Weitz hammered to life a dead battery 
and reco vered six cassettes o f film which 
may give scientists new kno wledge abo ut 
the sun. 
Co nrad, muffled in a white spacesuit 
and helmet, slammed the side o f a 
battery sy stem with a hammer and jarred 
lo o se a stuck switch The battery im­ 
mediately began feeding po wer to the 
space statio n. 
“Bo y IS he hitting it!" said Weitz, who 
was also o utside during the space walk. 
“ Ho ly cats!" 
"Okay , it wo rked," anno unced .Missio n 
(’o ntro l. 
“ Thank y o u very much, 
gentlemen. Yo u’ve do ne it again." 
“ I can’t btdieve it," Weitz said. 
“ 1 can't either," said Pete Co nrad. 
Sky lab Us third crewman, Dr. Jo seph 
P. Kerwin. remained inside the space sta­ 
tio n to co ntro l instruments which 
mo nito r the battery . 
The space walk came with o nly thrc« 
4ay s left in the 28-day missio n o f Sky lab 
E 


The astro nauts are scheduled to return to 
earth abo ard their co mmand ship at 8:48 
a.m. CDT Friday with splashdo wn in the 
Pacific Ocean 828 miles so uthwest o f San 
Diego , Calif. 
By reviving the dead battery , the 
astro nauts resto red ‘246 watts to the elec­ 
trical po wer supply o f the space statio n. 
In the used film canisters were an es­ 
timated 36,‘242 pho to graphs o f the sun 
taken by he first manned so lar telesco pe 
to o perate fro m o rbit. NASA’s estimate o f 
the number o f pho to s was based o n the 
film magazine co unter, which o fficials 
said might be slightly inaccurate. 


The retrieved film co ntains the first 
views ever taken by manned instruments 
o f features o n the sun The data includes 
pictures o f a so lar flare — a massive 
ex plo sio n o n the sun - which o ccurred 
last Friday . Scientists said this new info r­ 
matio n is priceless in their attempt to un­ 
derstand the nuclear fusio n pro cesses 
taking place in the sun. 
Mo re detailed studies o f the sun will be 
made by the astro nauts o f Sky lab 2 and 3 
o n 56-day missitps set to begin 
and Octo ber.

Social Services Ignored 
■— 
Survey

San Francisco -- State and 
local governments are pouring 
general revenue-sharing money 
into building projects and public 
.sidety while virtually ignoring 
social .service programs, accor­ 
ding to a government survey. 
Although scattered reports of 
the first year’s activities under 
the new program had indicated 
social services were being ig­ 
nored. the survey released at the 
r S (’onteronee of Mayors here 
Tuesday by the Oftiee of 
Revenue-Sh.iring was the first 
otticial confirmation of those 
reports 


According to the survey, 
which covered the reported use 
of some S5.1 billion ol general 
revenue-sharing funds by 574 un­ 
its ot state and local govern­ 
ment, only H'l ot the total was 
invested or planned tor use in 
social service areas. State 
governments reported the in­ 
vestment of no money in either 
com m unity or econom ic 
development. 


By contrast. 7 2'. 
of all 
governmental units said their 
top priority for use of the money 
was in capital investment 
(building projects) and 57'; put 


public safety expenditures in the 
list of the top three priorities. 
There were no dollar figures 
available from the survey, con­ 
ducted in April of this year. 
Nature of Law 
Graham Watt, director of the 
revenue-sharing office of the 
Treasury Department, said the 
small .MM ial services investment 
resulted more from the nature of 
the law than from a lack of local 
concern 
"Because the law is to extend 
for only five years." he said, 
“ and its fate beyond that is up to 
(’ ongres>. 
most 
lo cal 
governments were reluctant to 
use the money for on-going 
programs they might have to ful­ 
ly tund with local money in the 
future Instead, most of them 
chose to finance one-time 
programs like capital expen­ 
diture-. 


Mayor Moon Landrieu of New 
Orleans, a Democrat, expended 
on this concept by laying part of 
the blame at the feet of the 
Nixon administration. 


“ Fnfortunately." 
Landrieu 
said at a news conference, “ after 
general revenue-sharing passed, 
the administration budget was 
announced with freezes, cuts 


and eliminations of urban 
programs and this is another 
rea.son you find a lack of alloca­ 
tion of general revenue-sharing 
Into social services. . .We had to 
use the money to pick up some 
of those programs the ad­ 
ministration was limiting or 
abandoning." 
Avoid Criticism 
Landrieu and the other 
mayors here, however, carefully 
avoid criticizing the program 
because they consider it a major 
achievement in their efforts to 
get more federal funds into local 
treasuries. 


The program, passed by 
Congress last year after intensive 
lobbying by majors and gover­ 
nors, commits $30 billion over 
the next five years. The money is 
sent directly to more than 38,000 
units of state and local 
governm ents,

Venice. Italy (AP) — ‘.‘Opera­ 
tion Pigeon” is under way in 
Venice with the goal of killing or 
resettling three-quarters of the 
200.000 or so pigeons in this city 
of canals. 
One of the city’s tourist attrac­ 
tions. the thousands of pigeons 
converging at noon on St. .Mark’s 
Square, will disappear if the 
operation succeeds. 
The pigeons allowed to remain 
will have to change centuries-old 
habits. 
City authorities say that with a 
pigeon 
population explosion 
something had to be done to 
keep the birds healthy and 
reduce the damage they are 
causing to the architecture and 
sculpture ot Venice’s churches 
and palaces. 
'I’he operation gradually has 


gone into ettoct under supervi­ 
sion ot a committee whose 
members include a represen­ 
tative ot the National Agency for 
the Protection of Animals.

WASHINGTON - Personal 
friend.s who have visited Presi­ 
dent Nix on lately have found 
him more annoyed than dis­ 
pirited over the W atergate 
revelations. What annoys him is 
the time Watergate has taken 
from his preparations for the 
summit meeting with Soviet par­ 
ty leader Leonid Brezhnev. 
The President believes he es­ 
tablished an understanding with 
Brrahnev in Mmcow last year. 
They now tru.st one another 
en o ug h to pro c e e d w ith 
meaningful negotiations, the 
President suggests. 
After Nix on’s return from 
Iceland, he appeared haggard. 
But he ex plains this wasn’t from 
worry over Watergate but from 
lack of sleep in Iceland. He 
found it difficult to sleep in the 
land of the midnight sun because 
even the blinds couldn’t shut out 
the brightness at night. 
Friends who ask how they can 
help w ith the W aterg ate 
problem get only an appreciative 
shrug from the President but no 
specific suggestions. He will 
leave it to them, he .says, to 
decide what statements they 
wish to make in his support. 


Prison Officials Blamed 


A Fremont attorney ha.s charged state penal 
complex officials with neglect in connection with a 
shooting last we<*k by an inmate on temporary 
leave from the institution. From what we have 
read about the incident, it would appear that the at­ 
torney has something to complain about 


Last Thursday inmate Jerry Hansen was in 
Fremont to address an Alcoholics Anonymous 
meeting He has made similar trips in the past This 
time he asked permission to visit his wife. Sandra, 
which was granted by prison counselor William Lit- 
tle. who accompanied Hansen The Inmate alleged­ 
ly shot his wife three times after he abducted her 
and tied up little at gunpoint. Hansen has been 
charged with as.sault with intent to kill He is now 
serving a life sentence for the slaying of his wife’s 
parents in 1965 


Attorney' Fharles Yost, who is representing 
Sandra Hansen, wrote Gov Ex on and said he had 
earlier ex presst*d concern about the possibility of 
violence in connection with Hansen’s speaking trips 
and had asked prison officials not to allow them 
Yiist said Pena! Complex Warden Charles Wolff 
had assured him .some time ago that Hansen wouW 
not be permitted to make any more trips but “since 


that time the Warden has apparently forgotten 
what he told me. or had decided to disregard it, and 
Jerry has been making the trips.’’ The warden was 
“directly responsible" for what happened, Yost 
said, and he suggested that the governor im­ 
mediately investigate the practice of allowing in­ 
mates to leave the prison while they are serving 
sentences “and see that it is stopped before we 
have more tragedies like we had in Fremont." 
Trips such as the one Hansen was on have been 
taken by inmates for years. Under a supervised 
situation, the trips can be beneficial to the inmates 
themselves as well as the groups of people on the 
outside who hear them Inmates have talked in un­ 
iversity classrooms and to service clubs as well as 
to such organizations as Alcoholics Anonymous, 
What happened in Fremont was an unfortunate 
bad reflection on an otherwise good program. 
F^en if Hansen was a “ model prisoner.’’ which 
he was according to Wolff, he should not have been 
given the opportunity to do what was done We 
don’t think the practice should be stopped, as Yost 
wants, but stricter security should be applied to in­ 
mates who take the trips outside the institution, es­ 
pecially those who have been convicted of violent 
crimes.

The City Council Monday approved vacating a 
two-f(M» t strip of public right-of-way along the south 
side of P St betwwn 13th and 12th requested by 
the National Bank of Commerce for its new 
building The bank asked for the ex tra two feet for 
esthetic purposes. 
The council was not unanimous in its decision. 
Councilwoman Sue Bailey voted against the vaca­ 
tion. saying she found it difficult to find any public 
benefit in the action and arguing that a prec’edent 
was being set and that the council is .saying to the 
public that downtown sidewalks should be 
narrower 
We don’t agree with Mrs. Bailey on the prece­ 
dent matter As Councilman Max Denney said, 
“We’re not establishing that everybody who comes 


in and wants two more feet will get it.” We agree 
with Denney that each application in such matters 
should be decided on its own merit. 
But we think Mrs. Bailey is right about 
justifying it on the basis of benefit to the public. We 
can’t see much public benefit involved in the 
request 
Whereas in most respects city government 
should cooperate with private money to build or 
rebuild a city, we think the bank probably could 
have come up with a good plan for the property it 
already owns without needing two ex tra feet of 
public property. Everybody else gets along with the 
same amount of sidewalk space. The addition to 
the bank’s proposed building could turn out to be 
an evesore

It’s one preschool program 
that seems to get results. In the 
past six years, educators and 
trained volunteers have worked 
with 274 children and raised 
their average IQ by 17 points 
That makes a big difference 
wtien they get to kindergarten 
and have to compete with more 
affluent classmates. 
The program is spreading; 21 
other cities around the country 
use it now. And it we could af­ 
ford to train enough ghetto 
mothers, maybe by the time the 
nex t educational survey comes 
out (and it will — they’re as 
regular as report cards) the out­ 
come may be more encouraging.

to have been a reluctant start — 
the Department of Justice. That 
is the best answer to the ques­ 
tion whether any or all of these 
investigators ought t« continue

In immediate practical terms, 
the most profound effect may 
h;ive been upon the Justice 
Department There, the amiable 
but over-political and confused 
L 
Patrick (iray 3d has been 
replaced as FBI director by 
Clarence M Kelley, who appears 
at first glance to have most of 
the right qualifications; more 
important, the Kelley confirma­ 
tion hearings seem likely to 
become a solid and needed in­ 
q uiry into how the FBI is 
organized and directed, its mis­ 
sion. its relationship to the 


White House, the attorney- 
general. and Congress. 
solitude from which he once 
issued his ukases through the

Not only has Richard Klein- 
dienst been replaced by Eliot 
Richardson as attorney-general, 
but the old Mitchell-Kleindienst 
attitudes may be rooted out as 
well.

President obviously will be less 
protected from bad news and 
dissent, more ex posed to con­ 
gressional and other political 
pressures, further involved with 
the administration’s principal of­ 
ficers and departments, and far 
removed from the imperial 


Even less measurable is the 
loss Nix on is bound to have suf­ 
fered in the tremendous political 
power that was his after the 
landslide election of 1972. 
Watergate and the courts again 
have combined to make him an 
apparent loser, for ex ample, in 
the impoundment battle, with 
Congress that he once seemed to 
be winning and in which there 
was much justice on his side. 
But the actual outcome of that 
struggle still may be a needed 
reform in congressional ap­ 
propriations procedures, a more 
important matter than any given 
year’s budget.

Ag Chemical Shortage Feared 
... Kreuscher Sees 'Alarming' Possibility 


By United Press International 
The farmer may not only have 


the fuel shortage to contend with 
this year, but a shortage of farm 
chemicals as well. State 
Agriculture Director Glenn 
Kreuscher said Tuesday 


Kreuscher said some areas of 


Nebraska did experience 
chemical shortages earlier this 
year. But he said they were 
caused primarily by the long­ 
standing problem of a lark of 
adequate agricultural transpor­ 
tation. 


He said another set of cir­ 
cumstances may tie together 
into a serious roadblock which 
could Include anything from 
weed control chemicals to fer­ 
tilizers. 
"It’s alarming when you think 


about it." the director said. 
A major contributing factor is 


the increase in production 
resulting from the new farm 
program which has as a main 
feature a cutback in the number 
of set-aside acres for which 
farmers are paid to keep out of 
production. 


In the area of feed grains, 


farm programs of past year have 
offered set-aside totals ranging 
between 30 and 40% of the 
acreage available for planting. 


This year, however, the farm 


program only offers a 10% set- 
aside provision. The Nixon ad­ 
ministration said the cutback 
represented an attempt to make 
the farmers more self-sustaining 
while at the same time 
stimulating production to meet 
export demands 


More Requests Received

Nebraska farmers are feeling

Paul Sindt, state director of 


the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said 
his office and county offices 
have been receiving an in­ 
creasing number of requests for 
help in obtaining fuel. 
Sindt said the major probelms 


have been showing up in the 
Sand Hills and thwe areas where 
a large number of renter-pivot 


irrigation systems are in use 
He said in Perkins County 


alone about 80 new center-pivot 
systenis have been purchased, 
which would require an ad­ 
ditional million gallons of gas­ 
oline 
Ten farmers in the counties of 


Kimball and Banner arc without 
diesel fuel and are waiting until 
their dealer can deliver on June 
26. the first day allowed for July 
delivery. 
Sindt said, however, that gas­ 
oline seems to be the biggest 
problem. 


He said in discussions with 


several groups in Nebraska, 
farmers have purchased several

That raises the question of 


whether chemical manufac­ 
turers took the increase in acres 
into account when setting up 
their own production figures for 
this year. Kreuscher said there 
may not have been adequate ad­ 
vance notice that there would be 
an increase in production acres. 
But he said that isn*t the only 


question involved. The other 
part Is whether or not the 
chemical manufacturers were 
actually willing to make 
adequate amounts available. 
Manufacturers, the director 


said, have been "very reluctant" 
to build up stocks of chemicals 
because of the ecology 
movement ’ 
“They certainly don’t want to 


get stuck with something which

added Wolff has suspended Lit­ 
tle from his duties 


Yost said in a letter released 


Monday that the speaking 
program should be cancelled and 
accused the state of negligence 
that contributed to the shooting.

L O N D O N ( A P ) - T h e 
American dollar ralUed strong ly 
Tuesday as a deg ree of stability 
returned to European currency 
exchang es. 
D ealers said dem and for 
dollars built up steadily during 
the day alter a slow opening . 
They noted a shortag e of the 
?\merican money for trading 
purposes was beg inning in some 
countries, notably Italy, because 
ot the vast q uantities invested in 
g old and toreig n currencies 
during recent weeks. 
Much of the dollar selling that 
undercut the U.S. currency was 
done by larg e m ultinational 
companies and other big traders. 
B ecause of th e ir need to 
replenish their coffers of ready 
dollars to conduct business, they 
also were believed behind some 
of the dollar buying Tuesday that 
pushed the U.S. currency back 
up. 
As th e do l l a r c l i m b e d 
T uesday, th e price of g old 
declined. The metal dropped 
$ 2.75 an ounce to close at $ 1*20.75 
in Zurich and $ 2 in London to 
close at $ 120.75 an ounce. 
Dealer accounts of the volume 
ot dollar trading rang ed from 
moderate to brisk and active. As 
usual, there was no indication of 
the amount of dollars chang ing 
hands except for an estimated 
$ 17 million in Milan, which was 
described as normal. 
Italy was the one center where 
the (iollar actually declined, 
dropping from .Monday's « 07.50 
lire to 603. But the Italian money 
also was strong ag ainst all other 
currencies Tuesday because of 
support-buying by Italy’s state 
bank. 
The dollar beg an the day 
weakly almost everywhere, in 
line with Monday's drop. But the 
'turnaround came by midmor- 
ning . And by late afternoon, the 
British pound had lost a full U.S. 
cent and the dollar was up
